We  hear  it  said,  frequently,  that  "one  cannot  live  on  scenery"  and  we  know,  too, 
that  one  could  get  very  hungry  while  surrounded  with  most  gorgeous  flowers  and 
beautiful  shrubbery.  We  know,  too,  that  the  turkey  raiser  does  not  have  much  time 
to  spend  with  flowers  or  at  "landscaping"  his  premises,  but  we  also  feel  a  certain 
amount  of  this  sort  of  thing  should  be  done.  And  it  can  be  done  on  any  farm  where 
there  is  strong  disposition  to  accomplish  the  necessary  details,  and  it  all  has  actual 
cash  value  to  the  breeder  of  quality  turkeys,  in  fact  to  the  breeders  of  just  plain 
market  turkeys,  but  to  the  first  who  is  frequently  visited  by  prospective  buyers,  it 
is  of  special  importance. 

We  do  not  px-opose  any  extensive  rearrangement  of  the  layout  of  one's  premises, 
nor  any  construction  whatsoever,  except  possibly  a  bit  of  repairing  which  would  be 
desirable  under  any  condition.  What  we  are  thinking  about  mostly  refers  rather  to 
the  situations  we  often  observe,  where  unused  form  implements,  piles  of  boards, 
posts,  or  other  debris,  are  allowed  to  lay  through  the  season  for  weeds  to  grow  high 
around  them,  making  suitable  hiding  places  for  rats,  weasels,  etc.,  and  detracting 
much  from  the  appearance  of  the  premises.  Busy  farmers  become  accustomed  to 
these  things  and  think  nothing  of  them,  but  not  so  with  the  chance  caller  who  may 
be  particular  about  such  things  on  his  own  premises,  and  impressions  thus  made 
may  be  far-reaching. 

We  know  this  to  be  a  fact  because  it  has  been  mentioned  to  us  at  different  times. 
It  would  seem  incredible  that  such  a  condition  could  exist  along  with  high-class  tur- 
keys that  possess  clean  cut  beauty  in  every  line  and  are  the  pride  of  the  owner,  and 
yet  we  sometimes  do  find  just  such  a  situation. 

The  question  is  what  can  be  done  about  it.  The  farmer  works  early  and  late 
and  does  not  begin  to  receive  even  WPA  wages  for  his  much  longer  day's  work.  At 
night  he  is  too  tired  to  undertake  an  extra  job,  and  in  the  morning  he  must  hurry 
with  the  chores  and  be  off  to  the  field  to  plant,  to  cultivate  or  to  harvest.  We  know 
for  we  have  been  right  in  his  place.  But  we  know,  too,  what  unbelievable  transfor- 
mations can  be  made  about  the  premises  in  a  very  limited  time.  At  intervals  immedi- 
ately follovdng  a  shower,  or  perchance  when  some  job  one  is  working  on  is  finished 
a  little  before  meal  time,  or  even  after  supper  it  may  be  possible  to  enlist  the  whole 
family  for  just  a  little  while  to  pick  things  up,  to  rake  even  the  back  yard  and  pos- 
sibly   do    a    little    planting  or  setting  of  plants. 

Wherever  weeds  will  thrive,  sunflowers  will  grow.  They  are  more  ornamental 
and  also  useful  for  turkey  feed.  A  grape  vine,  or  a  Virginia  creeping  vine,  will  quickly 
cover  any  unsightly  fence  or  other  object  and  a  pile  of  rocks  can  quickly  be  shaped 
into  the  semblance  of  a  flower  bed  or  rock  garden  and  a  few  petunia  plants  will  grow 
there  almost  as  persistently  as  weeds  and  will  require  very  little  care. 

None  of  this  is  hard  to  accomplish  and  the  time  required  can  easily  be  found 
on  any  farm.  Generally  it  is  the  lack  of  incentive  or  urge  to  get  at  it.  Once  accom- 
plished, it  is  easy  to  keep  clean  thereafter.  But  there  are  a  great  number  of  turkey 
raisers  to  whom  the  foregoing  in  no  way  alludes.  Many  of  our  better  turkey  breeders 
do  take  great  pride  in  making  their  homes  and  surroundings  both  beautiful  and 
comfortable  and  yet  these  very  ones  are  among  the  busiest  persons  we  know  of. 
Different  persons  have  different  preferences  and  different  inclinations,  but  a  carefully 
planned  and  neatly  kept  place  has  actual  cash  value  and  a  heap  of  satisfaction  to  the 
fellow  who  likes  to  "putter  around."

The  A.  P.  A.  Comes  to  the  Northwest 

For  the  first  time  in  a  great  many  years  the 
American  PouUry  Association  will  hold  its 
annual  convention  in  the  northwest,  at  Saint 
Paul,  July  15-17.  All  sessions  will  be  held  at 
the  St.  Paul  Hotel  where  very  reasonable 
rates  have  been  secured.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  make  this,  the  63rd  annual  convention 
of  the  association,  a  record  breaker.  A  com- 
mitee  of  140  leading  poultry  and  turkey  raisers 
in  Minnesota  and  adjoining  states  have  been 
named  to  put  it  over. 

There  are  two  special  reasons  why  turkey 
breeders  of  the  whole  country,  and  of  the 
northwest  in  particular,  should  turn  out  to  this 
meeting.

However,  it  is  pretty  much  up  to  those  who 
will  plan  to  exhibit  if  we  are  to  hold  a  com- 
petitive exhibit  at  all,  and  surely  when  the 
World's  Congress  comes  to  the  "native  land" 
of  the  turkey  breeders  will  not  pass  up  the 
opportunity  to  show  to  the  world  what  they 
have  in  superior  quality  turkeys.  We  would 
like  to  hear  from  many  of  you  before  the  St.

ERLE  SMILEY 

DIES  SUDDENLY

On  May  8th  we  were  deeply  shocked  to  re- 
ceive a  telegram  telling  of  the  passing  of 
Judge  Erie  Smiley  at  a  Lincoln  (Nebr.)  hos- 
pital on  May  5th  following  an  operation.  The 
cause  of  death  was  a  blood  clot  on  the  heart, 
when  he  was  presumed  to  be  recovering,  two 
weeks  after  the  operation.  His  untimely  de- 
mise comes  as  a  profound  shock  to  all  turkey 
folks  who  met  him  as  he  judged  at  the  All- 
American,  at  Oakland,  and  other  turkey  ex- 
hibits where  he  had  judged  during  the  past 
show  season,  during  which  time  he  appeared 
to  be  in  full  health. 

The  same  deep  regret  will  be  felt  by  a  much 
larger  group  of  poultry  breeders  throughout

the  length  and  breadth  of  the  United  States 
and  even  in  foreign  countries.  He  leaves  to 
mourn  his  loss  his  wife,  Ann ;  two  daughters, 
Jo  Ann,  13;  Marilyn,  5;  a  son,  Don,  9;  and 
one  brother,  Carl,  49.  He  was  in  his  48th  vear 
and  had  been  breeding  poultry  since  he  was 
10  years  of  age.  He  was  granted  a  general 
A.  P.  A.  Judge's  license  at  the  age  of  25,  at 
the  time  the  youngest  judge  to  receive  a 
license.  His  background  for  judging  work 
consisted  of  experience  gained  from  breeding 
nearly  every  standard  breed  of  land  and  water 
fowl,  to  which  was  added  valuable  experience 
in  association  with  the  veteran  "car  lot"  ex- 
hibitor, E.  G.  Roberts,  of  Fort  Atkinson,  Wis. 

It  was  during  the  latter  period  in  1914, 
while  I  was  judging  at  the  Wisconsin  State 
Fair,  and  other  large  fairs,  that  I  first  met 
Erie,  then  in  his  early  twenties.  I  recall  his 
eagerness   to   acquire   further   knowledge  in

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standard  quality  poultry  and  his  satisfaction 
when  his  opinion  was  in  accord  with  the  plac- 
ing. His  frankness  of  manner  and  his  belief 
in  honest  dealing  appealed  to  me  at  once,  and 
through  the  years  that  have  intervened,  al- 
though I  have  met  him  only  occasionally,  I 
have  kept  informed  as  to  his  progress  and  in 
touch  with  him  by  correspondence. 

The  high  esteem  in  which  Erie  Smiley  was 
held  by  a  very  wide  circle  of  friends  and  ac- 
quaintances is  vouched  for  in  the  many  posi- 
tions of  trust  to  which  he  had  been  elevated, 
both  within  and  outside  the  poultry  industry, 
and  few  men  of  his  years  have  been  so  hon- 
ored by  positions  of  trust  by  his  fellow  associ- 
ates. We  will  enumerate  only  a  few  of  these : 
Secretar3'-Treasurer  of  the  A.  P.  A.  Judges 
Section  since  1924;  Chairman  of  the  Judges 
Licensing  Committee,  Secretary  of  the  Ne- 
braska Poultr\'  Improvement  Association ; 
Superintendent  of  Poultry,  Nebraska  State 
Fair ;  and  Chairman  of  the  Nebraska  World's 
Poultry  Congress  Committee.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Nebraska  Legislature  in  1922  and 
has  served  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture;  also  a  past  Commander  of 
the  American  Legion  in  his  state.  Always 
public  spirited  he  has  been  very  active  in  civic 
affairs  and  a  leader  in  community  advance- 
ment. 

As  to  his  poultry  accomplishments,  he  bred 
and  showed  in  car  lot  quantity  a  great  number 
of  breeds  and  varieties  of  poultry,  and  since 
1923   has   operated   a   breeding   project  and 


hatchery  to  supply  quality  poultry  stock  to 
the  farmers  of  his  state  and  elsewhere.  He  was 
considered  one  of  the  leading  general  judges 
of  poultr\'  in  the  countrj'  and  has  officiated  at 
practically  all  the  foremost  shows  of  the  en- 
tire country.  He  was  fast  gaining  reputation 
as  a  leading  turkey  judge,  and  made  many 
friends  wherever  he  judged,  as  he  did  at  the 
recent  All- American.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  booked  to  judge  many  leading  shows 
next  fall  and  winter. 

In  1925  he  established  Smiley's  Water  Gar- 
dens which  now  have  the  most  extensive  col- 
lection of  water  lilies  in  existence.  He  was 
also  making  great  progress  in  the  hybridizing 
of  iris.  Of  special  interest  to  the  readers  of 
The  American  Turkey  Journal  is  the  special 
effort  Erie  Smiley  put  forth  as  a  member  of 
the  Standard  Revision  Committee  in  behalf 
of  turkeys.  He  was  tireless  in  his  efforts  and 
accomplished  much  of  what  the  turkey  breed- 
ers wanted  for  the  new  Standard.  It  is  grati- 
fying to  know  he  was  privileged  to  meet  so 
many  of  the  turkey  breeders  during  last  show 
season  and  from  them  personally,  as  well  as 
by  groups,  receive  their  thanks  for  his  faith- 
ful services. 

His  early  passing  cut  short  many  }-ears  of 
valuable  service  to  the  whole  poultry  industry, 
a  loss  that  can  ill  be  afforded  at  this  particular 
time.  He  was  a  distinct  honor  to  the  poultry 
industry  and  the  results  of  his  work  will  long 
remain.  He  will  be  greatly  missed.  Our  deep- 
est sympathy  to  the  bereaved  family.

FOR  THE  BEGINNER 

"Knee  Deep  in  June" 

That  is  -where  the  poults  want  to  be  this 
month ;  not  knee  deep  to  a  person  should  the 
alfalfa  or  clover  be,  yet  more  than  knee  deep 
to  the  poults.  About  8  or  10  inches  high  suits 
them  best  and  it  will  not  be  wasted  as  more 
developed  growth  would  be.  The  turkey  was 
intended  for  open  range,  which  best  suits  its 
nature,  yet  it  is  content  on  limited  yarding 
and  develops  more  rapidly  in  semi-confine- 
ment. Turkeys  are  raised  and  marketed  with- 
out ever  touching  feet  to  the  ground,  but  this 
is  too  far  from  nature's  way  to  appeal  to  the 
lover  of  nature.  But  what  we  want  is  quick 
growth,  which  means  tender  flesh  and  that 
can  best  be  secured  on  limited  range  and  still 
have  satisfied  turkeys. 

¥      ¥  ¥ 

How  Much  Should  They  Weigh? 

That  is  what  the  beginner  would  like  to 
know,  as  the  season  advances.  The  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  has  answered  that 
question  through  experiments  conducted  on  the 
Federal  Experimental  Farm  in  Montana  and 
following  is  an  abbreviated  report  of  their 
findings.  This  was  with  Bronze : 


Age                 Males  Females 

8  weeks            2.58  lbs.  2.04  lbs. 

12  weeks            5.48  lbs.  4.16  lbs. 

16  weeks            9.56  lbs.  6.99  lbs. 

20  weeks  i3-9o  lbs.  9.59  lbs. 

24  weeks  17-96  lbs.  11.48  lbs. 


The  average  weight  for  both  males  and 
females  was  14.61  lbs.  at  24  weeks  and  the 
amount  of  feed  consumed  to  produce  a  pound 
of  meat  was  approximately  5^  lbs.  The  above 
weights  should  be  easily  obtained  at  ages  list- 
ed. Some  have  increased  this  considerably  and 
at  less  average  feed  per  pound  of  gain,  while 
others  have  required  as  high  as  7  pounds  of 
feed  to  the  average  pound  gain.  It  will  be 
found  interesting  to  weigh  certain  marked 
poults  regularly  and  note  if  gains  are  up  to 
standard. 

¥      ¥  ¥ 
Feather  Picking 

No  one  likes  to  see  a  flock  of  rough,  feath- 
er-picked turkeys,  and  this  vicious  habit  is 
sometimes  accountable  for  actual  loss  in  mar- 
ket birds.  We  believe  it  to  be  a  habit,  pure  and 
simple,  brought  on  by  overcrowding  of  the 
range  space  allowed  or  from  idleness,  rather 
than  from  any  lack  of  balance  in  the  ration, 
as  some  claim.  Turkeys  on  free  range  never 
develop  this  habit,  nor  do  they  often  acquire 
it  when  kept  on  limited  range,  if  not  too 
crowded  and  are  provided  some  means  for 
cleaning  their  beaks  after  eating  mash. 

The  coarser  granulated  mash  helps  and  pel- 
lets are  still  better,  but  neither  is  proof  against 
feather  picking  if  other  conditions  are  not 
favorable.  A  strip  of  mesh  wire  strung  tightly 
above  the  feed  trough  is  worth  trying,  or  if 
feeders  are  in  the  alfalfa,  the  turks  will  use 
that  to  clear  their  beaks.  But  if  you  have  some 
high  class  birds  you  expect  to  show  or  sell 
for  breeders,  it  will  pay  well  to  separate  them 
from  the  flock  and  keep  in  smaller  groups  in

TURKEY  COMMENTS 

That  first  sniff  in  the  flock  is  always  a  warn- 
ing to  look  out  for  colds.  I  usually  like  to  carry 
a  small  bottle  of  10%  argyrol  and  medicine 
dropper  in  my  pocket.  A  drop  in  each  eye  and 
then  forced  through  the  nostrils  does  the  trick. 

If  a  poult  happens  to  get  a  packed  crop,  which 
they  so  often  do  get  by  picking  up  straw  or 
long  stems  of  alfalfa,  just  open  the  crop  on 
top  side  of  neck,  clean  out  crop  and  wash  with 
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an  antiseptic  and  the  poult  will  be  as  "good  as 
new." 

While  poults  are  real  small  and  especially 
during  this  cold  weather  they  can't  be  kept 
outdoors  while  brooder  houses  are  cleaned  and 
sprayed.  Why  not  lime  the  floor  well  instead 
of  spraying,  then  cover  with  gravel.  That  way 
the  floor  is  kept  dry  and  there  will  not  be  the 
danger  of  coccidiosis. 

Use  the  4  inch  side  of  a  two-by-four  for 
roosts,  and  do  not  let  turkeys  roost  on  any 
other  from  the  time  they  go  to  roosting  until 
matured  and  you  will  find  very  few  crooked 
breasted  birds  in  your  flock. 

If  you  keep  the  vessels  always  full  of  water 
you  don't  need  so  much  drinking  space. 

I  like  wet  mash  for  turkeys  instead  of  dry. 
It's  easier  for  them  to  eat,  no  waste  by  being 
blown  away  by  wind,  and  does  not  stick  to 
beaks.  The  turkeys  will  consume  more  wet 
mash  than  dry.  Turkeys  are  gluttons.  They  like 
to  bolt  their  feed,  then  go  to  a  comfortable 
place  and  sleep.

The  month  of  May  seems  to  be  the  very  busi- 
est month  of  the  whole  season.  With  the  care 
of  the  breeders,  also  the  eggs  (not  forgetting 
the  hatchy  hens)  along  come  the  poults,  which, 
we  all  must  admit,  mean  the  real  work. 

But  what  a  thrill  we  get  when  we  open  those 
brooder-house  doors  every  morning  and  find 
those  little  fellows  all  up  and  busy!  Then,  to 
watch  them  develop,  and  to  compare  the  re- 
sults of  this  pen  and  that  pen.  Already,  we  can 
see  outstanding  poults  among  them.  But,  sure- 
ly, when  we  try  our  best,  we  really  would  be 
disappointed  if  we  didn't  see  results  of  plan- 
ning for  "quality."

Every  few  days  calls  are  coming  in  for 
poults,  ranging  from  12  to  200  poults,  and  all 
seem  to  demand  quality.  If  all  can  be  supplied 
with  poults,  surely  there  will  be  enough  tur- 
keys this  fall  and  winter. 

Bourbons  are  really  in  demand,  both  as  to 
early  and  late  orders.  We  have  never  had  com- 
plaints about  too  large  a  bird,  as  our  private 
trade  seems  to  all  want  the  large  bird,  both 
alive  and  dressed.  The  past  two  seasons  there 
has  been  a  certain  demand,  from  dealers,  for 
the  small  size  bird,  at  a  premium,  as  they  are 
used  mostly  for  "feather  parties."  A  late  July 
hatched  Bourbon  will  fill  this  demand  very 
nicely,  due  to  their  early  development. 

Of  course  the  July  hatched  poult  will  need 
plenty  of  good  feed,  fresh  water,  also  shade, 
but  will  very  well  repay  its  care.  When  the 
early  birds  have  outgrown  the  brooder-houses, 
they  can  be  refilled  with  these  late  ones,  but 
do  not  try  overcrowding  late  hatch  poults;  it 
will  not  pav.
